Mr. Eisenhower might, under one pre- 
tense or another, extend the blessings 
of bayonet rule to other areas of the 
South which likewise continue to re- 
pulse racial mongrelization.

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The Truth About Those Negro Heroes 


Negro Cowardice In 
Combat Revealed 

Zeaiots of “racial equality" have 
long carried on a propaganda cam- 
paign in an effort to glorify the 
Negro soldier’s valour as a fight- 
ing man,, the claim often being 
made that the Armed Forces are 
discriminating against some of 
their best soldiers. Am outstanding 
example of this propaganda in 
action was the making of the mo- 
tion picture. “Home of the Brave”, 
which stressed the imaginary ac- 
complisHmenfts of' the Negro sol- 
dier,' and gave special emphasis to * 
the alleged discrimination which 
he suffers from bigoted whites. 

This type of propaganda has 
been disseminated on such, a wide 
scale that many "people have ac- 
tually been led ‘to . believe that 
N e g t r o soldiers are magnificent 
fighters who have contributed 
courageously and selflessly to the 
defense of America. They have 

been led to believe that Negroes 
have died in 'great numbers in 

defense of freedom. These- argu- 

ments are used to justify the inte- 
gration of Negroes into white 

units. 

THE RECORD 

As a point of fact the role of 
Negro soldiers in combat has 
been, in general,' unimpressive. 
They have neither distinguished 
themselves for bravery nor devo- 
tion to duty. On the contrary, they 
have proved unreliable in danger 
and fearful in combat. A few 
statistics taken from the official 
records of World War I and World 
War II will disprove without ques- 
tion the fallacious argument that 
Negroes are courageous fighters, 
or that they have died in great 
numbers in defense of “democ- 
, racy”. The record of both wars 
indicates very strongly that Negro 
troops, if used at all, should be 
utilized in 'non-combat 'duties, "and 3 " 
that in no case should they be 
, integrated with white troops. 

WORLD WAR I 

Here are the facts: The records 
of World War I reveal that 
approximately 350,000 Negroes 
served in the armed forces, about 
half of whom served overseas. 
From these, two Negro infantry 
combat* divisions — the 92nd and 
93rd divisions — were formed. 
Both divisions were under Ger- 
man fire in 1918, and' altogether 
about 40,000 Negro troops were 
exposed to combat conditions. Did 
they distinguish themselves? Let 
us take the words* of a high-rank- 
ing white officer of the 92nd 
division, Colonel Allen J. Greer, 
who- had described the combat 
record of the division as follows: 

2“The record of the division is 
one which will probably never be 
given full publicity, but the bare - 
facts are about as follows: We 
came to France in June, we were 
given seven weeks in the training 
area instead of the four weeks in 
training areas as usually allotted, 
then went to a quiet sector of the

front. From there we went to 
Argonne, and in the offensive 
starting there on Sept. 26, had 
one .regiment -in the line, attached 
to the 38th French Corps. They 
failed there in all their missions, 
laid down and“ sneaked to the 
rear, until they were withdrawn. 
Thirty of the (Negro) officers of 
this regiment were reported either 
for cowardice’ or failure to pre- 
vent their men from retreating 
and this against very little oppo- 
sition. The French and our white 
field officers did all that could 
possibly have been done; but the 
troops were impossible”. 

That was the combat record of 
the 92nd Negro division in World 
War I. $ Altogether the 92nd’ lost 
182 men killed, including 62 who 
died of wounds. The 93rd division 
lost 591 listed as killed in action, 
of whom 124 died of wounds. The 
total.

And although 
there may have been a few iso- 
lated Negro casualties other than 
these, the total number of Negroes s

By way of comparison, 50,510 I 
white American troops died in 
battle, or from battle wounds. -In ) 
other words, Negro troops, who f 
constituted about 8% of our armed • 
forces in World War I, suffered | 
less than l/50th of the combat 
dead. 

WORLD WAR II 
ttn World War II the. 92nd ’ 
division was exposed to German 
fire in Italy, with about the same 
result as' before. Altogether the 
92nd division Had 338- men killed 
in action gnd the 93rd division 
suffered 43 fatalities. These were 
the only Negro combat divisions 
which saw action, and although 
there were undoubtedly other 
Negro casualties unaccounted for 
here, the total number of Negroes 
killed in action in World War II 
probably did not exceed 500.

SPECIAIr— Congress should, and 
must, act at once to end the dis- 
graceful "integration” program 
which even now threatens to 
destroy the morale and effective- 
ness of our entire, military estab- 
lishment. 

The “integration” program, by 
way of review, was surreptitiously 
initiated by Harry Truman in 
1948 at the behest of the trouble- 
making National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple (NAACP), the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B'nai B’rith, arid, 
other racist pressure groups. 

The plan to place Negroes into 
white military units was under- 
, taken without the consent of Con-

Before 
her resignation in early 1953, she 
had managed to place Negroes 
into all units of the Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps, and the 
process was extended to include 
much— though not all— of the U.S.

PHELADELPHMl— F rom their 
behavior it is sometimes difficult 
to determine whether the, social 
actionists at Presbyterian 1 head- 
quarters in Philadelphia are con- 
cerned witli the propagation of 
the Christian religion^ or whether 
they are more devoted to the task 
of popularizing their own brand of' 
political and social' doctrine.

function for Anderson, and that 
lack of space-precluded a large in- 
vitation list. 

All *of which was to little avail. 
By this time the Hearst press was 
in full bray with a series of “ex- 
clusive” reports on- the Navy’s . 
"siiubj’ to -Rickover, and the wire 
services avidly fed similar mate- 
rial to the rest of the nation’s * 
press., Hearst reporters soon dis- 
covered that not only was Hymie 
Rickover being "discriminated” 
against, but his suffering wife was 
also being shamefully abused., 

Her 1 complaint, it turned* out, 
was that she had been- passed over 
for tlie honor of christening -the 
giant submarine! “Triton,” 


Hastily Navy officials acted to - 
mollify Mrs., Rickover. She would, 
they announced wearily, be per- 
mitted to- christen* a* submarine *in 
the very- near future . *. . 

Even that did not settle the 
furor, because now the' chant went 
up that Rickover, who is 58, will 
soon be up for automatic retire- 
ment because a Navy selection 
board has failed to recommend

him for promotion to vice admiral. 
“Two promotion boards,” screached 
the Jew-cateririg Hearst press, 
"have passed over Rickover in se- 
lecting new vice admirals . . . 
Senator Clinton P. Anderson, one 
of Kickover’s principal congres- 
sional supporters . . . suggested 
last night that Congress intervene 
and promote Rickover by special' 
legislation.” 

Soothe Rickover controversy • con- 
tinued. And although young -Cmdr. 
Anderson, whose appearance at 
the White -House had set off the 
big fuss, was all but forgotten in 
the melee, there was every reason 
to believe that the affair of Hy- 
man Rickover would continue to 
give the Navy trouble for a long 
time—especially if it fails to pro- 
mote him to vice admiral within 
the* homing; year. 

All of which leaves unanswered- 
the question of just why Hyman 
Rickover, the so-called "father of 
the atomic submarine,” was 
snubbed in the first place. Also 
hanging is the question of why 
such a valuable man is being, auto- 
matically retired because of age— 
unless ^Congress intervenes. 

For the answer to these ques- 
tions it is first of all necessary to 
penetrate the air of Jewish hys- 
teria and propaganda which has 
surrounded the* case thus far. To 
begin with, the claim. that Rick- 
over was slighted, and “snubbed” 
is completely without foundation. 
The Navy and defense officials 
who gathered at the. White House 
last Aug, 8th were not tl^ere to 



Eisenhower kicked up a storm of Yiddish 
indignation when he .pinned this Nayy dec- 
oration on young Cmdr. Anderson. The cere- 
mony, which was attended by high ranking 
Navy and Defense Dept, officials, was held 
at tne White House in recognition of Cmdr. 
Anderson's historic voyage under the North 
Pole as captain of the submarine, Nautilus. 
Although the affair was strictly, in honor of 


Cmdr. Anderson's heroic exploit, Jewish 
propagandists immediately screamed ’'dis- 
crimination” because Hyman Rickover t the 
much touted "father” of the, .atomic sub- 
marine, was not similarly honored. (After 
all, Anderson used.a submarine, didn't he?).

honor the atomic submarine, its 
maker, designer, builder or “'fath- 
er.” They were there solely to 
commemorate the heroic achieve- 
ment of Cmdr. Anderson in pilot- 
ing the first submarine under the 
north pole. The Navy’s failure' to 
invite Rickover to the ceremony 
was hardly a slight under the cir- 
-cumstaricesrd-f-it-was-a-snubj^then- 
the Wright brothers, -who invented” 

. the -airplane, were also snubbed* 
because no one invited them to 
share, in Lindberg’s glory back in 
1928 ... 

A number of other misconcep- 
tions concerning Rickover likewise 
need to be set to rest. His desig- 
nation as the “father of the atom- 
ic submarine,” for instance, is in 
itself a fraud. The fact is that 
Rickover, a pushing, ambitious 
little Russian Jew, managed to in- 
sinuate himself into control of the 
Navy's atomic submarine division 
through his Jewish connections 
with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
.sion shortly after the end of the 
war — before the Navy realized 
what was happening. Ever since ■ 
they have been trying to ease him 
out. 

The claim that Rickover is sole- 
ly responsible for the atom sub, 
and that except for him the- Navy 
would never have developed a nu- 
clear powered submarine, is h on its 
‘ face ludicrous. The ,U.S; Nayy has 
been building ships of every des- 
cription for almost 200 years. It 
builds equipment ranging all the 
way from aircraft carriers to guid- 
ed missiles to submarines to elec- 
tronic radar. To argue that the 
Navy would not have,- ai>d could 
not have, built an atom submarine 
without Rickover’s “guiding geni- 
us” is a farce- and a joke, and no 
one - who knows anything about it 
takes' the claim seriously. Never- 
theless the public is constantly 
deluged with propaganda to the 
effect that save for Rickover, our 
stupid Naval chiefs would never 
have gotten around to building 
atomic submarines at all . . . - 

As for the claim that Navy 
“prejudice” is forcing Rickover’s 


retirement by refusing to promote 
him to the rank of vice admiral: 
the same situation came up 3- 
years ago. Then Rickover', a cap- 
tain,- was slated for compulsory 
retirement because the -Navy was 
reluctant to promote him to* the 
rank of rear admiral — claiming 
that he lacked the personal- and 
— professional-<qualifications^for-the' 
position. Then, as now, such a 
howl went up from the Jew-c on- 
trolled section of the commercial 
press that Congress stepped into 
the picture, held up- the* promo- 
tions of other Naval officers until 
Rickover’s case could be consid- 
ered. The outcome was that the 
then secretary of the Navy, An- 
derson, appointed a specially in- 
structed Naval* review board 
whose sole function was to pro- 
mote Rickover. That’s how he got 
to be rear admiral. Now, through 
a similar propaganda and pressure 
campaign, they are. striving to ele- 
vate “Hymie” to the .rank of vice 
admiral. That, in brief, is the story 
behind the hassle over the Rick- 
over “snub.” 

As for the Navy’s alleged “snub” 
of Rickover’s wife: she has- no 
more claim to the honor* of chris- 
tening a ship than«-scores of other 
Navy wives, many of whom have 
lost husbands and sons at sea in 
Navy service. Now, to satisfy, :her 
petty" arid selfish vanity, some' 
Navy mother or widow will have 
to step aside so Mrs. Rickover cari 
have her moment of glory . . . 

All in all it’s- a pretty sordid 
little mess. It’s a sad situation in- 
deed when a hero of Cmdr. An- 
derson’s stature cannot be decorat- 
ed without wounding the vanity 
and ambition of some dinky little 
Yiddish armchair commando of 
Rickover’s stripe. He ought to be 
thrown out of the service on his 
ear, and if the top Navy command- 
ers had their way, that’s precisely 
what would happen . . .

can Jewish Committee' (AJC), the

Censorship Drive 

SPECIAL — It has long been the 
ambition, of organized Jewry to 
circumvent 'the . Bill , of Rights in 
such a way as to xleny freedom of 
press to' any .publication which dares 
in any way* to criticize Jews. Num- 
erous attempts have been made by 
Jewish members of Congress to in- 
troduce legislation >to this end, 
and the Yiddish Senator from New 
York, Jacob Javits, has been par- 
ticularly zealous in his attempts to 
-find-some— way— to~stein__thel~flovy_, 

of '“anti-Semitic” literature * from 
the U. 'S. mails. Invariably these 
attempts failed, due in large part 
to the prohibition which the Con- 
stitution places against any restric- 
tion on the press. 

Unfortunately, as an aftermath 
of the synagogue bombings in the 
South*, in recent months — which 
from the evidence was a put-up 
job by Jewish extremists — the ^ cam- 
paign to suppress “hate” litera- 
ture has been vastly intensified. 
(By Jewish definition, of course, 
any criticism of Jews or Negroes 
is automatically classified as “hate” 
material). 

■The Postal Department, for ex- 
ample, has already taken prelim- 
inary steps to assert its authority 
to bar “anti-Semitic” publications 
by placing certain restraints upon 
the newspaper, COMMON SENSE, 
published in New Jersey. The Pos- 
tal Department has not actually 
banned the periodical, but accord- 
ing to COMMON SENSE editor, 
Conde McGinley, the local post 
office in Union, N. J.. has received 
instructions to “hold” each issue 
of the paper until it is “approved” 
by officials in- Washington. The 
implication, of course, is that COM- 
MON SENSE or any other Nation- 
alist periodical can be denied access 
to the; mails if it prints anything 
■not to the liking of the. integra- 
tion crowd in Washington . . . 

Meanwhile, there is every indi- 
cation! that the forthcoming session 
of Congress will be under very 
heavy .pressure to pass the kind 
of discriminatory legislation Jew- 
ish pressure groups have been ad- 
vocating for many years. For one,

Non-Existent “Confederate 
Underground” Blamed For Bombing 

SPECIAL — Five months ago (in June) the AMERICAN NATION- 
ALIST ran a front page story entitled: “Senseless Synagogue Bombings 
Condemned” in which we suggested that the bombing of Jewish syna- 
gogues in three widely separated Southern cities appeared to be the 
work of agents and provocateurs anxious to generate sympathy for 
Jews. Since that article was written another synagogue; this one in 
.Atlanta, has been dynamited. In view of the massive outcry of pub- 
lic indignation which the latter event inspired it is important to again 
assess certain pertinent details relating to the situation, for no event 
within the past decade has colored the thinking of the American people 
on the Jewish question more profoundly than this. 

No matter how you look at it, none of these synagogue bombings 
make sense if viewed as acts of indignation and bringing dis- 


anti-Semitism. None occurred^ in 
cities where racial tension was high. 
All were in areas far removed froh\ 
the front line of the integration 
fight. This is a point well worth 
noting. A bomb incident against the 
N.A.A.C.P. in Little Rock or any 
of a dozen other cities where con- 
troversy has erupted over the school 
integration question might conceiv- 
ably have been expected. At least 
it would have made sense. But these 
were not the targets. Instead, the 
bombs were set off in cities far re- 
moved from the trouble spots — and 
they were set off against targets 
which no white segregationists or 
“anti-Semite” would ever choose . . 
Whoever selected them did , so with 
the obvious intent of arousing pub- 


credit to the cause of white suprem- 
acy and raeial segregation. 

This brings us to the question of 
just who the bombers are. To date 
their identity is a mystery, but 
whoever they are it is clear that 
they were anxious for publicity — 
though not for themselves, as later 
developments showed. 

The type of publicity they wanted 
was revealed first of all by their 
tactic of choosing cities where -the 
leading newspaper is known to be 
strongly pro-Jewish and pfo-ihte- 
grationist, and therefore more apt 
to seize upon such an incident^ as 
an excuse to attack segregationists 
and other “bigots.” The cities they 
chose were Nashville, Jacksonville,

the five Atlanta .patriots had any 
connection whatever 'with the inci- 
dent. One of the. fiye; did, ' it is 
true, -sign .a pre-fabricated. “con- 
fession” (since repudiated) but he 
did so only after third degree tor- 
ture methods were applied con- 
tinuously for' .more than ".two days, 
and' two Sights*, hy Atrdnta-policeV 
who reportedly, twisted the victim's* 
broken arm as' an inducement to 
sign. It is also true, that the At- 
lanta police, under the resourceful 
supervision' of Police' Chief Jenkins, 
produced, a “witness” willing to tes- 
tify that he had heard the Atlanta 
five “plot” , the dynamiting pre- 
viously, but it should be noted that 
this same witness had been de- 
nounced as a suspected informer 
and agent several months before 
the bombing by the very individ- 
uals he testified against. 

There was one other “witness” 
produced by Atlanta police to bol- 
ster their case — a cell-mate of one 
of the Atlanta five. This indi- 
vidual, a felony suspect anxious to 
curry favor with the police, came 
forward with the helpful informa- 
tion that one of the defendants, 
George Bright, had admitted be- 
ing the ^“ringleader” of the bomb- 
ers .. . 

And so, on the basis of <a forced 
“confession" from one of the At- 
lanta five, bolstered by the word 
of a self-styled agent on one hand 
and by the testimony of a felony 
suspect oh the other, one of -the de- 
fendants (George Bright) was 
brought’ to trial early in December. 
It resulted in a hung jury and a 
new trial was immediately sched- 
uled. Meanwhile all five defend- 
ants are now free on bond after 
being confined in the Atlanta jail 
for. many weeks without bail. 

So much for the legalities of the 
case. More interesting, .and infin- 
itely more significant, is the story 
behind the story. Because what the 
public does not know, and will not 
be told by the depraved commer- 
cial press, is that these five men 
were arrested to serve a specific 
propaganda purpose — as sacrifi- 
cial goats, so to speak. For rea- 
sons of its own the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B’nai B’rith is 
determined that this case shall 
drag on until after Congress con- 
wenes-and~has*7^chance%o~^ass^ 
legislation against the so-called. 
“anti-Semitic, hate groups,” which 
are the real targets. With five 
men on display for allegedly hav- 
ing bombed the Atlanta temple, it 
is expected that Congress can be 
more easily persuaded to pass the 
desired legislation. Moreover, .so 
long as the Atlanta five remain 
on the hook, the identity of the 
real bombers, who in all probabil- 
ity were Jewish fanatics, will be 
conveniently forgotten. 

. This is an important considera- 
tion, propaganda wise. As indicated 
elsewhere in this issue, there has 
been a magical transformation in. 
Southern public opinion since the 
bombing. Before’ that. Southern 
whites were displaying increasing 
bitterness toward the Jew$ M it 


became known that most of the 
impetus behind the integration drive 
was supplied by Jews and Jewish 
organizations?— including the Anti- 
Defamation League. So bitter was 
this hostility becoming that even 
Southern Jews were shaken by it, 
and many openly questioned the 
wisdom of jtheir national organi- 
zations in pushing the integration 
fight too hard.

Haying .settled on.towns notorious 
for their renegade newspapers, the 
bombers took the added precaution 
of phoning' either thb locaLpress (in 
Atlanta they' phoned the wire, serv- 
ices), or the rabbi of the bombed 


tion with the picketing of the AT- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION with 
ahti-Jewish placards. Although 
there was not a scintilla of evi- 
dence to connect them with the 
dynamitings, they were at ADL in- 
stigation . arrested first for “vag- 
rancy” (some in their own homes) 
and later charged with the bomb- 
ings. 

In almost any other American 
city such high handed conduct would 
have been impossible, but Atlanta 
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were decrying the wanton bombings 
as the work of-the’ “Confederate” Un- 
derground — which was described as 
a “hate group” dedicated to the 
persecution of Negroes and Jews. 

Eisenhower himself denounced the 
dynamiters of the Atlanta Jewish 
Temple for having disgraced the 
name j of the Confederacy with their 
act— and dispatched the FBI to in- 
vestigate the situation. And no- 
where; did the sense of outrage run 
stronger than among Southern 
conservatives, with .segregationist 
newspapers, - public . officials and 
white citizen's councils all furiously 
assailing the. “Confederate Under- 
ground” for bringing discredit to 
the cause of white supremacy. 
Southerners everywhere went out 
of their way to express sympathy 
for the Jewish, “victims,” and to 
-disassoc iate themselves from th ose 
■responsible 'for the deed. 

Despite the mounting tide of hys- 
teria thus inspired, it soon became 
evident that those guilty of the 
bombings had perpetrated a clever 
hoax, for - it was obvious that no 
such organization as the “Confed- 
erate Underground” even existed — 
or ever had existed. This in itself 
should have been the tip-off, be- 
cause, it showed that whoever 
bombed 1 the synagogues were anxi- 
ous, very anxious, to throw the 
blame on white Southerners and 
“anti-Semites” rather than gain 
publicity for themselves. 

By now, however, the avalanche 
of propaganda had become so over- 
powering that such details counted 
for nothing. Bomb scares and 
threats of bombings were for a 
while on the front page of every 
newspaper in America. Organized 
Jewish pressure groups such as the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith (ADL) had seized upon the 
incident as an ideal propaganda 
weapon* ‘to J wHip up r 'sympathy for 
Jews,, and to make every critic of 
Jewry appear- as a dynamiter of 
Jewish places of worship. 

Moreover, this was an opportun- 
ity to; .discredit not only the “anti- 
Semitic hate groups,” but the cause 
of white supremacy as well. It was 
too good a thing to give up, even 
if Jewish extremists occasionally 
found it necessary to phone in a 
few anonymous threats to the syn- 
agogues .themselves in order to keep 
the story on the front pages . . . 

But the real need was for scape- 
goats,; and in search of these the 
sinister ADL focused its attention 
upon Atlanta, where the last and 
most spectacular bombing had oc- 
curred. Their victims were five 
young men, several of whom had 
previously been arrested in connec-

But so long as they do remain 
under arrest the Anti-Defamation 
League will .have ammunition for 
its_ nationwide propaganda cam- 
paign . . . The end result is that 
everywhere, as a consequence of the 
■bombings "and - the ‘accompanying" 
Jewish agitation, sympathy and pity 
is being drummed up for the Jews, 
and everywhere the cause of white 
supremacy is being blackened and 
smeared. 

. That, obviously, is what the indi- 
viduals who bombed the synagogues 
set out to -achieve in the first place. 
Certainly no one in possession of 
these facts would ever argue that 
anyone except the Jews have bene- 
fited propaganda-wise from the 
bombings, or that anyone except 
the segregationists and “anti-Semi- 
tic hate groups” have suffered . . . 

SUMMARY: The plain and bru- 
tal implication to be drawn from 
all this is that the synagogue bomb- 
ings was the work of Jewish pro- 
vocateurs. It was, so to speak, a 
Reichstag fire in reverse. This may 
on first appearance seem to be a 
wild— even a fantastic — conclusion, 
but it is not nearly so wild* as was 
Eisenhower’s almost hysterical de- 
nunciation of the non-existent 
“Confederate Underground” for the 
act. 

For Mr. Eisenhower’s benefit, 
and also for the edification of the 
American people who have been 
misled by the synthetic barrage 
of Jewish propaganda,' it should 
be emphasized .that U. S. Jewry 
was in desperate need of a Reich- 
stag fire to salvage its deteriorat- 
ing position. To appreciate why 
this is so it must first be remem- 
bered that Jews -are in disrepute 
all over the South as a conse- 
quence of their activities on behalf 
of racial integration.

sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People” ' (NAACP) is not 
a /Negro organization, but is head- 
ed by a New York Jew by the 
name of Arthur B. Spingarn. 

It was also becoming common 
knowledge in the South that the 
May 17, 1954* Supreme Court deci- 
sion outlawing segregated 'schools 
was obtained primarily at the in- 
stigation . of organized Jewry. An 
examination^ of official Su preme 
CourF ’records '(available'' at any 
large library) shows that nine of 
the 15 individuals who signed briefs, 
of “amicus curiae” in support of 
the NAACP in that case were Jews 
— and that they represented the.

ganizations (ie American Jewish 
Congress, American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith).

struggle, public opinion everywhere 
in the South began to react against 
the Jews. People were saying that 
if it were not for the Jew, there 
would be no integration contro- 
versy ... No development in Amer- 
ican history has aroused more bit- 
terness against organized Jewry 
than the integration fight. 

To salvage their plummeting 
prestige and to regain their former 
status of respectability, U. S. Jews 
obviously needed to break the pat- 
tern of anti-Semitism sweeping the 
South: They 'needed discredit' 
their detractors (and particularly 
the so-called’ “hate groups” respon- 
sible for exposing their pro-inte- .

acists. A synagogue bombing, or 
rather a series of them, would fill 
the bill nicely.

aroused over the synagogue bomb- 
ings, which has been represented 
to the public as the work of “anti- 
Semites” and “hate groups.” For 
another, the bombings were clever- 
ly timed to coincide with the pri- 
mary elections. As a result, Jewish 
propaganda agencies such as the' 
Anti-Defamation League were able, 
without too much trouble, to exact 
campaign pledges from many can- 
didates to sponsor or support puni- 
tive legislation against the so-called 
“hate” publications, 

ft is a foregone conclusion, there- 
fore, that a supreme effort will 
be made to push through laws to 
put the Nationalist press out of 
business when Congress again con- 
venes.

The Communist Party has, 
from its very inception, been un- 
equivocally and unconditionally for 
integration in every walk of Amer- 
ican life: at the polls, in -public 
and private housing, in the schools, 
in sports, in public swimming pools, 
in restaurants — everywhere. The 
attorney-general of the U. S. takes 
precisely the same stand . . . 

It goes without saying that Rog- 
ers and the Reds have different 
reasons for wanting integration, 
but the point, is that both -want it 
fervently. And although* Mr.- Rogers 
may be slightly embarrassed by 
this unanimity- of opinion, he can- 
not exactly claim that the Com- 
munists are “inciting violence” or 
peddling “hate literature”— not 
when their viewpoint is so similar 
to his .own. This may or may not 
explain why the U. S. attorney- 
general is _ trying to suppress the 
so-called “hate” publications, but 
is* making no effort whatever’ to 
silence the agents of Moscow. 

There is a second reason why 
the Communists are being given 
free rein to spread their propa- 
ganda even while the Federal gov- 
ernment focuses, its attention upon 
ways and means' to outlaw the Na- 
tionalist press.

its editor is still the Polish Jew, 
A1 Richmond. And so it goes, ad 
infinitum. Despite all the propa- 
ganda to the contrary, the Com- 
mie press in this country is, and 
always has been, almost entirely 
a Jewish monopoly. Understandably, 
therefore, organized Jewry is not

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Three Steps To Mongrelization 



Every race agitator and every professional race mixing 
organization knows that the first step toward racial mongreli- 
zation is the “integrated” school. They know that if the 
growing child can be exposed to an inter-racial atmosphere 
early enough in life, and can be conditioned in a Negroidal 
environment from kindergarten on, it will never develop racial 
pride or racial self respect. 

Accordingly, the integrationists are seeking to transform 
the educational process into an instrument of mass mongreli- 
zation; they are fanatically determined to mix Negroes and 
whites in our public schools at all costs. In Little Rock they 
tried to do it with bayonets. In New York City they are using 
school buses To import Negroes"into all-white schools; In other 
areas they are utilizing court injunctions, coercion and propa- 
ganda to gain their ends. Their immediate goal is the integra- 
tion of our schools; their ultimate objective is the bastardiza- 
tion of the- white race . . . 




TEACH THEM "TOLERANCE 


The second important step toward total mongrelization is the indoctrination of 
our white youth with “tolerance” propaganda. This means that at all times the 
maturing child must be impressed with the notion that all races are equal, and 
that “science” has never proven one race to be superior to another. At' no time 
is criticism of the Negro race to be tolerated, but is to be instantly branded, as 
a show of racial “prejudice.” At thp same time the Negro must always be por- 
trayed as a victim of white “‘bigotry.” A constant repetition pf the latter theme 
serves a double purpose: it arouses Negroes to a fever pitch of racial militancy 
and aggressiveness, and it instills a sense of guilt in the white Christian child. 
Thus by inciting Negroes to a hypersensitive awareness of race, and by destroy- 
ing or watering down the very concept of race among whites, “tolerance” propa- 
ganda serves as a double edged weapon in the hands of the integrationists. That 
is why they are always so anxious to teach racial “tolerance” in our schools . . . 


INTEGRATE THE CHURCHES 


The third major step toward the universal mongrelization and 
destruction of our white Christian- American heritage is the inte- 
gregation of the churches — a project dear to the heart of a great 
many of our social gospel clergymen. In many ways the NAACP 
crowd regard church integration as their most important goal, for 
it breaks down the moral barriers against miscegenation in the same 
way that school integration breaks down the intellectual barriers. 
They know, to begin with, that the mere presence of Negroes in 
white churches will eventually result in interracial marriages — all 
the more so if children are warned repeatedly from the pulpit that 
racial “discrimination” is a cardinal sin, and “un-Christian.” In 
short, if the child is taught in church and in Sunday school that all 
the races are “children of God,” and that race mixing is a high 
Christian virtue, it is unreasonable to expect that interracial attach- 
ments will not result. Once the churches have been transformed into 
ah instrument for popularizing and encouraging racial mongreliza- 
tion, there is little hope of preserving our civilization . . . 
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
